Sport Coupe Draws Large 
Crowd to Show

County Vppropri^tes Sum for 
Preliminary Survey of

Promptly at 9 o’clock this morn¬ 
ing the new Ford sport coupe 
arrived in Sierra Madre at J. 
Milton Steinberger’s garage, mak¬ 
ing its entrance before a large 
crowd of admiring townspeople 
who had gathered for a first sight 
ot the long hsra' ied automobile. 

Although Henry Ford had whet¬ 
ted the imagination of folks the 
world over for mare than eight 
months, and pre-dictions were that 
the new car could not live up lo 
expectations, t'ore was not one 
d s.ippc.inted comment as the eager 
group closed about the dawn grey 
coupe, with its shining nickle 
trimmings. 

Much lower and much longer 
than the old jobs, the body of the 
sport coupe has a grace of line, 
and looks as though it would 
stand up under both speed and 
rough roads. There is a rumble 
seat on the rear which provides 
ample room for two passengers. 
The top is of heavy' material with 
leather markings, and the interior 
is upholstered in a dark grey 
cloth. 

Headlights and radiator are 
nickle, as are half bumpers. The 
Oar conies equipped with motome- 
ter, spare tire, bumpers, wind¬ 
shield wiper, in fact is complete 
as it stands. 

A steady stream of visitors in¬ 
spected the machine all during the 
morning, and it is expected that 
an even larger visitation will be 
made until 4 o’clock this after- 
nooh, when the Ford is taken to 
the next town for display. 

“It’s all right,” was the general 
verdict, uttered usually with every 
evidence of enthusiasm.

The mayor of Eureka has 
written to the city council of 
Sierra Madre asking the people 
here be informed of the condi¬ 
tion. Laboring under the impres¬ 
sion that there are plenty of jobs 
in Eureka and Humboldt county 
in the. mills and-on the two high¬ 
way projects recently started, hun¬ 
dreds of men have swarmed into 
the district, with the result that 
there is now an over supply of 
workers. 

There is an ample supply of 
labor to takg care of the demands 
of the lumber mills, and owing’ 
to the winter season, with Its 
rains, work on the two highways 
has been largely curtailed.

Decorated t ikes 
for Christmas. 

While the baking of decorated 
cakes and cookies is not so much 
in custom it was in 'he day 
of grandmother, the art has been 
by no means lost, and Christmas 
always seems brighter for the 
early December bustle in the kit¬ 
chen. Savory and spicy odors are 
wafted from the chef’s domain 
during the weeks immediately pre- 
ceeding Christmas mean only one 
thing, the preparing of dozens 
of dajnty cookies, jars of mince¬ 
meat for pies, the usual fruit 
cakes and plum puddings is under 
way. 

Little Candle Cakes 
1-2 cup of butter or margarine 

1 cup brown sugar 

2 eggs 

1-3 cup molasses 
1-3 cup currant jelly 
2 anil 1-2 cups bread flour 
1 teaspoon cream of tarter 
1-2 teaspoon soda 

1-2 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1-4 teaspoon clove 
1-4 teaspoon mace 
1-3 cup milk 

2 cups seeded rasins 
1-2 cup seedless rasins 
1-2 cup dates 

1-2 cup candied orange peel 
1-2 cup nuts 

Work shortening until creamy, 
add brown sugar gradually, eggs 
well beaten, molasses and cur¬ 
rant jelly. Then add 2 cups flour 
sifted with cream of tartar, soda, 
salt and .spices, milk, 1-2 cup of 
flour mixed with seeded rasins 
cut in pieces, seedless rasins, date 8 
stoned and cut in pieces, candied 
orange peel cut in fine pieces and 
nut meats cut in pieces. Mix 
thoroughly and bake in individual 
tins or small paper cases. Cover 
‘ tops with vanilla frosting or 
I boiled frosting and make a Christ¬ 
mas rose or pointsettia in the 
center, using bright red gum- 
drops. Stick a tirfv red or white 
candle in the center of the flower. 
Candles may he lighted when the 
j cakes are served. 

Chocolate Jumbles 
| 1-2 cup butter or margarine 
j 2 squares melted chocolate 
| I cup light brown sugar 
! 1 egg 

1-2 cup sour cream 
1 and 1-2 cups flour 


1-4 teaspoon soda 
1-4 teaspoon baking powder 
Few grains salt 
1-2 cup nut meats 

Cream the shortening, add mel¬ 
ted chocolate, then add sugar 
gradually, egg well beaten, sour 
cream, and flour sifted with soda, 
baking powder and salt. Add nut 
meats, mix thoroughly and drop 
from spoon on greased tin sheet 
and hake in a moderate oven 
at 350 degrees F. Make a frost¬ 
ing as follows and frost while 
hot. Beat one egg, add 1 table¬ 
spoon sweet cream, 1 square mel¬ 
ted chocolate and 1-2 cup con¬ 
fectioners’ sugar.

'IfiO.OOO; the state, $21,750,000: and 
the Federal government, $545,000. 
In addition there was a total pay¬ 
ment of over $15,000,000 for in¬ 
terest and bond redemption. 

N. Bradford TrenhAm, secre¬ 
tary of the commission, in com¬ 
menting of these findings, said, 
“High school and elementary dis¬ 
tricts have gone in debt over 
$200,000,000 for lands, buildings, 
and equipment. This is an aver¬ 
age of $187.35 per pupil in aver¬ 
age daily attendance in our ele¬ 
mentary schools, and of $553,56 
for every pupil in average daily 
attendance in our high schools. 
This staggering debt could be 
much reduced by eliminating many 
small and inetficient schools, with 
their high ptr capita costs, and 
by managing school finance and 
affairs in a more business-like 
manner.” 


Thrills galore are promised in

pionship. 

As outlined in the preliminary 
plans, the program will start at 
1:15 o’clock, with a parade, in 
which 750 of the city’s finest po¬ 
licemen and 750 picked firemen, 
in full dress regalia, will march 
into the Coliseum and form root¬ 
ing sections. 

Under the supervision of W. L. 
Justin, drillmaster of the police 
department, a squad of experts 
will demonstrate just how the 
modern patrolman is trained to 
overpower the daring criminal. 

Capt. C. H. Virden, of the fire 
department, will direct a thrill¬ 
ing program by firemen, inclu¬ 
ding leaps to the life net from 
the height of an eight-story build¬ 
ing, and new stunts of the order 
that thrilled thousands at last 
year’s fiesta. 

Capt. C. Roy Cato will direct 
a vivid demonstration by the po¬ 
lice “flying squadrons” showing 
how the department employs the 
modern devices of machine-guns, 
tear bombs and other weapons to 
run gangsters to earth. 

Between halves of the football 
game, picked squads of 50 po¬ 
licemen and 50 firemen will battle 
in a pushball game. This contest, 
initiated last year, proved one of 
the most hilarious stunts ever 
presented in Los Angeles. 

The interdepartmental fiesta 
with its championship football 
game, is staged under the super¬ 
vision of the joint relief associa¬ 
tion of the two departments, the 
net proceeds to go to widows and 
orphans of the two departments 
and the uniformed men who are 
disabled in line of duty. Tickets 
may be had for one dollar at all 
fire and police stations in Los 
Angeles, and from all members 
of the two departments.
